I know of several other copies of this pamphlet in the files of tha Warren 
Commissions CD 1495a (CE 3120), which was obtained by the Secret Service from the 
New Orleans police, and 20 copies picked up at Ruth Pains's residence after tha 
assassination (FBI Exhibits 99 and 303) » However, I have been unable to locate 
the Quigley copy. I have made the. following checks 5 

1) To the best of my knowledge, this pamphlet is not in the 26 volumes, . 
is not among the FBI Exhibits listed in the Federal Register of November 1, 
i960, and is not referred to in the List of Basic Source Materials, 

2) It is not included or referred to in tha available portions of eithar 
the name file for Corliss Lament or tha “"Fair Play for Cuba Committee file” 
(Lee H. Oswald - Post-Russian Period - 2-3), which you have sent no a 

3) Thera are no relevant references listed under ''Lament, Corliss" or 
"Crime Against Cuba" in the indexes to Commission Documents 5s 6, ?, ?5o 
126, 205, 206, or 301. 



4) In response to an inquiry pursuant to the provisions of the Freedom 
of Information Act, the Department of Justice has advised me that the F3i 
has turned over all 6f;; : its copies of this pamphlet to the Archives. 

I request that you take the following steps in an attempt to locate this

1 ) Inquire at the Justice Department whether their chock of the FBI's 
files determined when, or with which report, a copy or copies of this 
pamphlet were sent to the Warren Commission, (I had asked for such infor- 
mation in my original request, but the Department was unable or unwilling 
to furnish it to me.) For your convenience, I am enclosing a copy of my 
correspondence with the Justice Department on this matter.
